They 
have always had our friendship, and 
they should especially merit our con- 
sideration in these days of their dis- 
traction and distress.

HE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


A concise catalogue of national needs | 


was laid before the first session of the 
Seventieth United States Congress yester- 


day by President Coolidge. The message is | 


a document notable for terseness, temper- 
ance and dignity, though it adds little to 
what was already known concerning the 
President's views on the various national 
problems. These he has made clear in 
previous messages and in public addresses. 
But the message is none the less important, 
since it shows the relative emphasis the 
President considers should now be given to 
each such problem. 


Most important to the States of the 

Southwest is his unreserved declaration 
that “legislation is desirable for the con- 
struction of a dam at Boulder Canyon, pri- 
marily as a method of flood control and irrt- 
gation.” This is coupled, however, with the 
declaration that an agreement of the inter- 
ested States should first be consummated 
and, by implication, that Congress should 
not attempt to pass the Swing-Johnson bill 
at this session. 
_ “This project,” says the President, “is in 
‘Teality their (the States’) work. If they 
wish the federal government to undertake 
it, they should not hesitate to make the 
necessary concessions to each other.” 

It is to be regretted that the President 
found such a lack of unanimity, and it is 
also to be regretted that he feels that it 
should hold up this project in its entirety, 
for, as the President himself says, flood con- 
trol and water supply are government prob- 
lems. In the case of the Colorado, flood con- 
trol Is a pressing national problem, since 
Imperial Valley is yearly in greater danger 
from overfiow and the levee-building ef- 
forts of man to raise the banks of the 
stream as fast as the stream itself fills up 
its channel make a race which the stream 
is winning under present conditions, 

In view of this compelling fact, a recom- 
mendation that the government proceed im- 
mediately with plans for flood control and 
water conservation not contingent upon 
State agreement would appear logical. 

There is no difference of opinion on the 
part of anyone as to the urgency of governa- 
ment measures to protect the valley from 
the recurrent menace of such an inundation 
as occurred in 1905. Even Arizona, which 
objects on principle to everything else asked 
by California, admits the need of prompt 
and effective flood control work and sup 
ports the suggestion that it should be done 
by the government without regard to the 
other and controversial] factors involved in 
the Colorado project. In other words, to 
this primary and fundamental part of the 
river program there is none o fthe dissen- 
gion which the President declares to con- 
stitute an obstacle to immediate govern- 
ment action. A division of the project, 
therefore, and steps toward the speedy ac- 
complishment of what can and must be done 
at once would seem not only desirable bat 
imperative. 

The President is on sound ground, bow- 
ever, in discussing the power aspects of the 
Boulder Dar. “A secondary result (of the 
dam) would be a considerable power devel- 
opment and a source of domestic water sup- 
ply for Southern California,” he says. 
“Flood control is clearly a national prob- 
lem, and water supply is a government 
problem, but every other possibility should 
be exhausted before the Federal govern- 
mint becomes engaged in the power busi- 
ness.” This expression is given emphasis 
by a recommendation elsewhere in the mes- 
sage that Muscle Shoals should be sold and 
the proceeds devoted to research for more 
economical methods of producing nitrate 
fertilizer and other aids to agriculture. 

In view of the failure of the cruiser-limi- 
tation conference, probably the portion of 
his message dealing with the naval estab- 
lishment will be received with the most unl- 
versal interest. He declares that the nation 
should proceed as if the conference had not 
been held, not in a competitive race, but 
with an eye solely to the needs of national 
defense. This requires the construction of 
cruisers to replace obsolete vessels and for 
such additional ones as wil] make our naval 
force adequate. 

On farm relief the President spoke out 
with a clarity and good sense tn striking re 
lief to most of the twaddle that has been 
uttered on the subject. After pointing out 
that both government price fixing and gov- 
ernment subsidy will increase the surplus 
of farm products, instead of diminishing it, 
be declares the only effective means is to 
reduce the surplus acreage, which, while it 
cannot be done by the individual farmer, is 
possible through co-operative organizations. 
His recommendation ts for the creation of 
a Federal) commission to advise and assist 
farmers’ marketing organizations, and pro 


| viding @ revolving fund to be used for 


financing. In discussing the subject he at- 
tered this word of warning, which should 
be kept in mind in all considerations of the 
problem: “It is impossible to provide by 
law for an assured success and prosperity 
for all those who engage : farming.” 

His proposal, he says, is not to lend more 
money to the farmer, who is already fairly 
well’ financed, but temporarily to experi- 
mental marketing associations, which, when 
established, can become customers of the 
regular banks; to enable them to buy or 
build needed properties, and to carry out 
one of their functions, which will be han- 
dling such surpluses as are due to weather 
er seasonal conditions in order to save pro 
ducers from preventable loss. — 

His comment on {international relations is 
especially. interesting because it ignores 
completely the efforts now being made by 
W.-R. Hearst to stir up trouble between the 
United States and Mexico. Mexican difi- 
culties, the President sfys, will be settled 
on the basis of a “firm adherence to our 


United States ty aliems; Secretary of Labor 
Davis points out im 28. announcement of 
amendments he will. ask Cengfess:to make 
to the immigration law.

rights and a scrupulous respect for the sov- 
ereignty of Mexico . coupled with 
patience and forbearance.” 

The remainder of his foreign-relations 
comment is summed up by these sentences: 
“A spirit of generous consideration is & 
more certain defense than great armaments. 
We should continue to promote peace by 
our example, and fortify it by such interna- 
tional covenants against war as we are per- 
mitted by our Constitution to make.” 

“The opening passages of the message are 
devoted largély to fiscal matters. The pro 
gram of “constructive economy” which has 
reduced the towering war debt to $17,975, 
600,000 and cut interest charges nearly in 
half should be continued, the President ad- 
vises: tax relief should be on the plan pro- 
posed by Secretary Melion. In this connec- 
tion the President condemns the propa- 
yanda of lifred agents and reminds Con- 
gress that it alone is constituted the judge 
of what tax measures are proper, and that 
while it should welcome information from 
any quarter, it should exercise its own 
judgment. «

Progress in enforcing prohibition through 
checking smuggling, and shutting off of the 
larger sources of illegal supply, are noted. 
An increase in lynchings during the @ear, 
says the President, indicates that Congress 
should enact legislation to provide for the 
elimination of this crime. Now Yhat Indians 
have been made citizens, the Federal gov- 
ernment, while continuing for the time im- 
provement of facilities for their care, should 
as rapidly a& possible turn its responsibil’.

A Federal fuel administration system, and 
a board of mediation to prevent interrup- 
tions to production are suggested to solve 
the coal problem, and Congress is promised 
data later on petroleum conservation.
